FOREWORD 


TO  those  for  whom  fine  old  silver  holds  a charm,  a glance  through 
this  catalogue  will  show  that  an  unusual  opportunity  is  provided 
by  the  sale  of  this  collection,  for  collectors  to  acquire  some  examples 
of  eighteenth  century  English  silversmiths’  art  which  for  quality  would 
be  hard  to  surpass. 

The  collection  is  representative  chiefly  of  the  silversmiths  who  worked 
during  the  period  from  Queen  Anne  to  George  IV,  and  might  be  used 
as  the  basis  of  a study  of  this  branch  of  art,  entitled  “A  Century  of 
English  Silversmiths”.  Prominent  among  the  makers  represented  are, 
Paul  Lamerie,  a pierced  oval  cake  basket,  dated  1731,  almost  identical 
with  the  specimen  illustrated  in  Cripps,  “Old  English  Plate”,  page  390 ; 
also  three  small  square  waiters  decorated  with  strapwork.  Peter 
Archambo,  a set  of  four  boat-shaped  sweetmeat  dishes  with  lion-mask 
supports  and  entwined  snake  handles,  dated  1741.  Samuel  Courtauld, 
two  pierced  oval  cake  baskets,  dated  1750  and  1755,  recalling  the 
famous  cartouches  of  Daniel  Marot.  John  Lamfert  and  John  Cafe, 
two  sets  of  four  table  candlesticks  with  figural  stems,  dated  1748  and 
1756.  Xathaniel  Locke,  a ewer-shaped  pitcher  in  pure  style,  dated 
1709.  Samuel  Wheat,  a set  of  three  casters,  dated  1752  and  1760. 
Lewis  Pantin,  a complete  Warwick  cruet,  dated  1736.  Daniel  Smith 
and  Robert  Sharpe,  a two-handled  cup  with  cover,  dated  1765.  Among 
the  Irish  pieces  are  three  small  salvers  by  John  Wilme,  Dublin,  circa 
1740;  also  a fine  Chippendale  epergne  of  the  period  circa  1760. 

The  modern  silver  includes  whole  dinner  and  dessert  services  by 
prominent  Xew  York  makers,  some  pieces  reproducing  the  fine  designs 
of  the  early  periods.  The  Sheffield  Plate  is  chiefly  of  the  period 
1800-20.  The  Continental  silver  includes  some  fine  pieces  by  Dutch, 
French  and  German  eighteenth  century  silversmiths. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  ascribe  to  each  piece  the  name  of  the  maker 
and  the  date.  In  some  instances  a probable  maker  is  given,  while  in 
others  the  question  has  been  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  buyer.
